HOW MUCH RENT CAN I AFFORD?

(Guidelines to prevent delays in the move - in process...)

The Payment Standard is published by HUD and approved by the Fairfield Housing Authority
Board of Commissioners. The payment standard is the maximum federal subsidy available
by bedroom size in our area. The payment standard is not just rent alone.

Payment Standard = Rent + Utilities

You may be eligible for the rent at the payment standard if the landlord pays all utilities. If
the landlord does not pay all utilities, the rent approved by the inspector will be less than the
payment standard.

If you have wages, you are more likely able to afford a unit with rent closer to the maximum
subsidy. If you are receiving welfare assistance, you MUST look for a unit that is below the
payment standard.
